OF  THE 

BELLEVUE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  WOMEN  NURSES 
January  ist,  1906. 


WITH  the  opening  of  the  year  1906,  the  Managers  of  the 
Bellevue  Training  School  for  Women  Nurses  have  great 
pleasure  in  announcing  that  on  December  28th  the  City  of  New 
York,  through  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
acquired  the  land  between  our  present  quarters  and  the  river, 
running  through  from  25th  to  26th  Street,  on  which  it  will 
erect  a  Home  for  Nurses. 

A  fuller  explanation  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  and  of  the 
events  which  have  led  to  this  decision  will  be  found  in  detail 
in  the  Report  of  the  Building  Committee  (see  page  12). 

The  work  in  the  hospital  continues  to  develop  and  the  number 
of  patients  to  increase,  and  our  nurses  have  shown  themselves 
able  and  willing  to  fulfil  all  demands  and  to  profit  by  the  expe- 
rience which  the  training  in  this  vast  home  for  the  city's  sick 
poor  affords  them. 

Twenty-eight  nurses  are  graduating  out  of  a  class  of  thirty- 
three.  The  general  standing  of  this  class  in  their  final  examina- 
tions, as  given  by  lecturers  and  members  of  the  Medical  Board 
is  unusually  high. 

Fifty-five  probationers  have  been  admitted  during  the  year. 
Twenty-five  are  now  pupil  nurses  and  five  are  still  on  probation. 

Many  applications  to  fill  institutional  positions  have  been 
received,  all  of  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  meet. 

An  appropriation  of  $20,000  was  allowed  by  the  City  early 
in  the  spring  for  additional  nurses  and  maintenance. 
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Two  apartments  were  temporarily  secured  in  East  26th 
Street,  accommodating  nine  nurses. 

Later  a  house  was  leased  in  East  26th  Street,  and  has  been 
attractively  fitted  up.  This  will  accommodate  twenty  nurses, 
who,  during  the  first  six  months  of  their  training,  will  receive 
special  instruction  under  a  graduate  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Our  nursing  staff  now  consists  of  one  Superintendent  of 
Training  School,  two  day  assistant  Superintendents,  one  in- 
structor of  probationers,  one  night  assistant  Superintendent, 
one  supervising  nurse  in  the  Emergency  Hospital,  three  gradu- 
ate head  nurses  in  wards,  two  graduate  nurses  in  Dispensary, 
three  district  nurses,  two  clinic  nurses  and  ninety-five  pupil 
nurses  and  probationers. 

There  are  also  two  housekeepers  and  twenty-five  servants 
employed  in  the  home. 

The  special  training  in  Dispensary  work  which  our  nurses 
receive  in  addition  to  the  School  Curriculum  was  fully  described 
in  last  year's  report. 

The  tuberculosis  work  continues  to  develop.  District  nurses 
have  been  appointed  during  the  year  in  connection  with  Gouver- 
neur  and  Harlem  Hospitals. 

These  nurses  work  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Tuber- 
culosis department  in  Bellevue,  making  now  three  graduates 
and  one  pupil  nurse  employed  in  visiting  tuberculosis  patients 
in  their  own  homes. 

Five  thousand  visits  have  been  made  by  these  nurses,  who 
not  only  assist  in  the  care  of  the  patient,  but  investigate  home 
conditions,  suggesting  improvements  and  instructing  members 
of  the  family  in  hygienic  precautions. 

Never  have  our  nurses  worked  harder  or  more  devotedly 
than  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  when  the  census  in  the 
Hospital,  day  after  day,  ran  over  one  thousand,  often  being 
nearer  twelve  hundred.  Our  force  of  nurses  and  attendants 
could  not  be  increased,  and  neither  could  the  sick  be  refused 
or  the  number  of  operations  and  the  exacting  treatment  required 
in  fever  cases  be  lessened  or  relaxed.  At  one  time  a  ward  of 
twenty-four  beds  was  obliged  to  accommodate  sixty  patients. 

Convalescent  patients  lay  on  springs  on  the  floor  and  the 
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nurses  willingly  denied  themselves  their  holidays  and  outings 
to  meet  the  emergency. 

Early  in  the  summer  it  became  necessary  to  open  a  pavil- 
lion  for  the  care  of  the  children  suffering  from  spinal  men- 
ingitis. 

This  disease  having  finally  been  pronounced  contagious,  some 
anxiety  was  felt  by  us  at  having  the  ward  cared  for  by  pupil 
nurses. 

The  nurses  themselves,  however,  accepted  the  service  without 
question,  and  their  devotion  was  rewarded  by  a  large  proportion 
of  recoveries  among  the  little  patients.  During  this  time  no 
case  of  meningitis  was  contracted  in  the  hospital  either  by  a 
nurse  or  attendant. 

Women  pupil  nurses  have  been  assigned  to  two  additional 
male  medical  wards,  making  in  all  six  male  wards  now  cared 
for  by  our  women  pupil  nurses. 

During  the  year  a  lecture  on  Sociology  has  been  given  to  the 
nurses  of  the  senior  class  by  the  Hon.  Homer  Folks,  and  another, 
on  Child  Labor,  by  Mrs.  F.  Kelly. 

A  kindergarten  for  convalescent  children  was  opened  on 
January  3,  1905,  and  was  continued  during  the  summer  as  a 
vacation  school,  with  Miss  Vanderventer  in  charge.  This  class 
is  a  branch  of  Public  School  No.  14  in  East  27th  Street. 

The  convalescent  children  are  taken  from  the  various  sur- 
gical wards  to  ward  7.  Here  Miss  Vanderventer  not  only 
gives  the  regular  kindergarten  instruction,  but  presides  at  one 
of  the  children's  meals. 

This  has  aided  much  in  the  development  of  the  children, 
many  of  whom  are  backward  owing  to  their  physical  condition, 
and  supplements  most  satisfactorily  the  work  of  the  nurse,  who 
seldom  has  time  to  devote  to  the  amusement  of  the  children. 

Many  of  the  children  have,  as  usual,  benefited  during  the 
summer  by  a  stay  at  Seacliff,  Long  Island,  and  at  Miss  Morton's 
home  at  Rhinecliff,  and  many  children  and  adults  have  gone 
home  with  their  cure  completed  after  days  and  even  weeks 
spent  at  Miss  Iselin's  home  at  Tuckahoe. 

The  Crippled  Children's  Driving  Fund  has  provided  weekly 
outings  in  the  parks  for  many  of  the  convalescent  little  patients. 
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The  work  of  the  Diet  kitchen  was  carried  on  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  summer  by  pupil  nurses,  who  distributed,  on 
an  average,  over  five  hundred  special  orders  daily. 

In  addition  to  this  they  manufactured  kumyss  for  the 
entire  Hospital. 

This  department  is  now  in  charge  of  Miss  Cutler.  Miss 
Rulon,  a  graduate  of  the  Framingham  Normal  School,  is  giving 
the  nurses  their  usual  course  in  scientific  cooker^-. 

Much  painting  and  repairing  has  been  done  in  the  wards 
during  the  summer,  the  Hospital  authorities  doing  all  in  their 
power  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients  and  courteously  co-operat- 
ing with  the  authorities  of  the  Training  School. 

Dr.  Brannan  has,  as  usual,  shown  every  consideration  towards 
our  school,  and  we  owe  to  his  tact  and  wise  judgment  the 
gratifying  co-operation  which  now  obtains  in  all  departments 
of  the  Hospital. 

In  August  Dr.  S.  T.  Armstrong  assumed  the  duties  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital.  He  has  from  the  beginning 
facilitated  the  duties  of  our  Superintendent,  to  whose  nursing 
staff  he  has  uniformly  showed  sympathy  and  understanding. 
His  precision  and  discipline  in  the  administration  of  the  Hospital 
have  greatly  aided  in  the  management  of  the  wards. 

We  owe  to  his  kind  interest  the  entire  repainting  of  the 
Lazarus  Pavilion. 

Systematic  visiting  in  the  wards  was  carried  on  during  the 
summer,  ninety  visits  being  reported  during  the  four  summer 
months. 

The  health  of  our  nurses  has  been  most  gratifying  throughout 
the  year,  though,  to  our  great  sorrow,  we  have  to  report  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Hale,  a  member  of  the  senior  class,  who  died, 
early  in  October,  after  a  few  days'  illness,  of  pneumonia. 

During  the  summer  the  Edith  Summer  Home  was  open  as 
usual. 

Many  Bellevue  nurses  spent  their  vacations  there.  Quite 
extensive  repairs  were  made  after  the  house  closed  in  September. 
A  new  bathroom  was  built  on  the  second  floor,  water  carried 
into  the  kitchen,  and  a  partition  put  through  the  dormitory, 
making  two  double  rooms. 
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A  large  part  of  the  foundation  wall  was  also  relaid  and  the 
outside  of  the  house  painted. 

In  the  Nurses'  Home  constant  improvements  are  being  made. 
Many  of  the  rooms  have  been  freshly  painted  and  new  furniture 
has  been  purchased.  The  garden  has  been  attractively  planted 
and  swings  and  hammocks  furnished,  making  a  delightful  resting 
place  for  the  nurses  when  off  duty. 

In  May,  Mr.  Stillman  resigned  from  the  treasurership. 
Mr.  Burns,  of  the  Second  National  Bank,  has  continued  ably  to 
take  charge  of  our  accounts  and  has  consented  to  do  so  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

Mrs.  Elliott  Benedict,  our  assistant  Treasurer,  has  been 
elected  Treasurer,  the  office  of  assistant  Treasurer  has  been 
abolished,  and  an  Advisory  Committee  of  Finance,  consisting 
of  three  members,  has][been  appointed. 

We  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of  Miss  Kerr,  who 
for  three  years  has  most  faithfully  discharged  her  duties  as  an 
assistant  Superintendent. 

In  closing  our  report,  we  cannot  speak  too  warmly  of  our 
confidence  in  and  our  gratitude  towards  Miss  Delano,  who  has, 
as  heretofore,  most  ably  administered  our  School. 

She,  with  Miss  Brink  and  her  assistants,  have  shown  them- 
selves, this  year  as  always,  devoted  to  the  Hospital  and  true  to 
the  traditions  of  the  School.

'TT^HE  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School 


1  wish  to  make  the  following  statement  of  facts  to  such 
friends  as  have  generously  contributed  to  their  Building  Fund: 
and  to  explain  that  the  delay  in  such  statement  has  been  caused 
by  the  inevitable  slowness  which  occurs  when  questions  must 
be  adjusted  between  the  City  authorities  and  a  private  cor- 
poration. 

Before  the  matter  is  discussed  in  detail  we  wish  to  say  that 
the  $50,000  raised  has  purchased  five  lots  on  2Sth  Street  in  the 
rear  of  our  present  Home,  and  has  thereby  secured  three  objects: 
First.  It  has  served  the  immediate  and  double  purpose  of 
preserving  to  our  present  Home  air,  light,  and  freedom  from 
nuisance,  while  paying  a  fair  interest  on  its  investment.  Second. 
Should  this  protection  in  our  rear  cease  to  be  necessary,  we  would 
expect  to  sell  these  lots  and  add  the  money  to  our  vested  funds 
unless  circumstances  should  necessitate  some  unforeseen  and 
wiser  use  of  the  same.  Third.  Its  raising  has  brought  about 
indirectly  a  far  more  adequate  Nurses'  Home  than  we  could 
possibly  have  erected  or  maintained  as  a  private  corporation. 

In  the  winter  of  1904  the  School  found  itself  obliged  to  make 
temporary  arrangements  for  the  immediate  housing  of  additional 
nurses  required  by  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Hospital, 
and  to  plan  for  the  future,  when  a  far  larger  number  of  nurses 
will  be  required  by  the  new  Hospital.  The  value  of  the  Nurses' 
Home,  426  East  26th,  was  threatened  by  the  sale  for  factory 
purposes  of  the  lots  in  its  rear.  It  seemed  wise  and  feasible  to 
the  Managers  and  their  financial  advisers  to  secure  these  lots 
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at  once  and  to  erect  on  them  an  addition  to  their  present  Home. 
With  great  difficulty  the  necessary  $50,000  for  the  lots  was 
raised,  mostly  from  old  friends  of  the  School,  the  public  lack 
of  response  to  the  appeal  being  due  to  the  openly  expressed 
feeling  that  the  City  itself  should  provide  the  Home  for  the 
nurses  of  its  largest  City  Hospital.  Owning  the  land,  it  would 
have  been  possible  to  erect  the  Home  by  mortgaging  the  property 
of  the  corporation,  and  the  plans  for  the  addition  had  been 
made,  when  a  joint  suggestion  came  from  some  of  the  Hospital 
Board  of  Trustees  and  our  own  Managers,  that  the  moment 
was  ripe  for  the  readjustment  of  the  relations  between  the 
City  and  the  School.  There  had  been  an  undercurrent  of  feeling 
that  this  must  ultimately  be  the  case,  but  it  only  became  crys- 
tallized as  the  enlarged  scope  of  the  new  Hospital  was  realized, 
and  the  difficulty  of  facing  increasingly  heavy  financial  responsi- 
bilities appreciated  by  the  Managers,  owing  to  their  public 
appeal  meeting  with  so  httle  response.  After  months  of  careful 
thought  and  consultation,  the  reasons  became  more  and  more 
apparent  in  view  of  the  great  increase  of  nurses  which  will  be 
demanded  by  the  new  Hospital.  The  impossibility  of  a  private 
corporation  financing  the  erection  and  running  of  a  building 
large  enough  for  the  future  was  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of 
our  Board  and  that  of  the  City  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment. It  seemed  advisable  to  abandon  the  plan  we  were 
ready  to  carry  into  execution.  A  year  ago  negotiations  were 
begun  between  our  Board,  the  Board  of  Hospital  Trustees 
and  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of  the  City.  A  contract  was  drawn 
and  its  main  provisions  approved  by  all  parties. 

It  states  substantially  that  the  City  should  provide  land  and 
buildings  to  meet  all  the  needs  of  the  School,  and  that  our 
corporation  should  give  the  services  of  its  Board  of  Managers 
and  apply  the  interest  of  its  invested  funds  for  the  benefit  of 
the  School,  our  corporation  to  retain  its  own  funds  as  hereto- 
fore. The  Board  of  Trustees,  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals, 
which  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  so  represents  the  City's 
interest,  permits  our  Board  of  Managers  to  appoint  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Training  Schools,  with  their  consent  and  that  of  the 
Mills  Training  School  Board. 


It  is  felt  that  the  carrying  out  of  this  project  affords  enlarged 
opportunities  to  our  School.  The  readjustment  involves  largely 
a  simplification  of  business  details,  and  we  feel  it  will  make 
practically  little  difference  in  the  scope  of  our  work  or  the  training 
of  our  nurses.  The  contract  in  order  to  protect  both  parties  is 
terminable  on  either  side  under  given  restrictions  as  to  time, 
etc.  The  City  first  contemplated  buying  the  property  of  the 
corporation,  including  the  original  Home  at  426  East  26th  and 
the  five  lots  recently  acquired,  but  has  now  finally  purchased 
the  entire  tract  of  land  between  our  property  and  the  river. 
This  land  affords  superior  advantages  for  light,  air,  and  garden 
space.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  appro- 
priated $10,000  for  architects'  fees,  so  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Board  of  Hospital  Trustees,  who  decide  on  tjie  architects  and 
the  plans,  will  shortly  begin  work.  Our  Board  of  Managers  and 
the  Hospital  Trustees  being  in  complete  harmony,  we  hope  in 
cooperation  to  produce  satisfactory  results,  especially  as  we 
are  assured  of  the  support  and  interest  of  the  Mayor. 

It  will  be  several  years,  however,  before  this  new  and  com- 
modious Nurses'  Home  will  be  ready.  Till  then  we  except  to 
continue  where  we  are,  holding  our  25th  Street  property  to 
protect  the  rear  of  our  present  Home,  which  we  feel  is  an  absolute 
necessity,  unless  some  unusually  advantageous  opportunity  for 
its  disposal  presents  itself.  Said  property  is  paying  a  fair 
interest  from  the  rent  of  low  buildings  which  do  not  interfere 
with  our  light.  When  our  nurses  are  finally  transferred  to 
their  new  quarters,  we  hope  to  use  the  original  Home,  426  East 
26th,  in  some  way  as  a  centre  for  our  Graduate  Nurses.  Should 
we  then  deem  it  advisable,  we  will  sell  our  25th  Street  property 
in  whole  or  in  part.  We  feel  that  this  property  will  appreciate 
in  value  yearly,  so  that  later  it  will  add  more  to  our  vested 
funds  than  if  sold  now. 

We  submit  the  above  summary  of  events  hoping  that  the 
change  in  plan  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  those  who  helped 
us  in  our  hour  of  need,  and  that  they  will  realize  that  their 
benevolence  will  inure  equally  to  the  benefit  of  the  Nursing 
Service  of  the  Hospital,  although  in  a  form  somewhat  different 
from  that  originally  planned. 
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Should  there  be  among  the  contributors  many  who  are  dis- 
satisfied with  the  decision  reached  by  the  Managers,  and  who 
in  consequence  desire  that  their  contribution  be  returned,  the 
Board  of  Managers,  if  notified  before  May  ist,  1906,  will  return 
such  sums  in  full  as  soon  as  the  lots  on  25th  Street  can  be  sold. 

In  concluding,  the  Board  of  Managers  earnestly  desires  to 
express  to  every  contributor  to  the  Building  Fund  their  deep 
appreciation  of  the  interest  which  inspired  each  individual 
gift,  and  to  assure  these  generous  friends  of  the  School  that  the 
money  received  from  them  will  be  most  carefully  administered 
for  the  benefit  of  the  nurses.

REGULATIONS  FOR  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 


'HE  Committee  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  made 


1  arrangements  with  the  authorities  of  Bellevue  Hospital  for 
giving  three  years'  training  to  women  desirous  of  becoming  pro- 
fessional nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  them- 
selves apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  426 
East  26th  Street,  New  York,  either  in  person  or  by  letter,  upon 
whose  approval  they  will  be  received  into  the  School  for  two 
months  on  probation.  The  preferable  age  for  candidates  is  from 
twenty-five  to  thirty-two  years.  The  applicant  should  send, 
with  answers  to  the  paper  of  questions,  a  letter  from  a  clergyman 
testifying  to  her  good  moral  character,  and  from  a  physician  stat- 
ing that  she  is  in  sound  health.  Applicants  are  received  at  any 
time  during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy.  A  good  educa- 
tion is  indispensable  for  a  member  of  the  School,  but  applicants 
are  reminded  that  women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation, 
when  equally  qualified  as  nurses,  will  be  preferred  to  those  who 
do  not  possess  these  advantages. 

The  Superintendent  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  the  fitness 
of  applicants  for  the  work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or 
dismissing  them.  She  can  also,  with  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee, discharge  them  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or 
inefficiency.  During  the  months  of  probation,  the  pupils  are 
boarded  and  lodged  at  the  expense  of  the  School,  but  receive  no 
other  compensation.  After  the  trial  months,  those  who  prove 
satisfactory  will  be  accepted  as  pupil  nurses,  after  signing  the 
following  "Agreement"; 

"I,  the  undersigned,  hereby  agree  to  remain  at  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses  three  years  as  a  pupil  of  the  School,  and  to 
conform  to  the  rules  of  the  School  and  the  Hospital. 

"I  understand  that  the  authorities  of  the  Training  School 
have  the  right  to  dismiss  me  at  any  time  and  for  any  cause  which 
they  may  deem  sufficient,  and  if  I  leave  the  School  before  gradua- 
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tion,  whether  of  my  own  free  will  or  by  dismissal,  I  hereby  agree 
to  give  to  the  authorities  of  the  Training  School  every  portion 
of  the  imiform  worn  by  me  as  a  nurse." 

The  pupils  will  reside  in  the  Home,  and  serve  as  Assistants 
in  the  wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital ;  afterwards  they  will  be  ex- 
pected to  take  charge  of  the  wards,  or  to  perform  any  duty 
assigned  them  by  the  Superintendent. 

Pupil  ntirses  will  be  allowed  S8.00  per  month  during  the 
entire  course.  This  sum  is  intended  for  tmiforms,  text-books, 
and  other  expenses  of  the  nurse  in  connection  with  her  work, 
and  is  in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it  being  considered  that  the 
education  given  is  a  full  equivalent  for  her  services.  They  are 
required,  after  the  months  of  probation,  when  on  duty,  to  wear 
the  dress  prescribed  by  the  Institution,  which  is  of  blue  and 
white  seersucker,  simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  linen  collar 
and  cuffs. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7.30  a.m.  to  7.30  p.m., 
with  an  hour  for  meals  and  additional  time  for  exercise  and  rest 
They  are  also  given  an  afternoon  during  the  week,  and  half  of 
Sunday.    A  vacation  is  allowed. 

As  the  Institution  is  tmsectarian,  there  are  no  religious  ser- 
vices connected  with  it,  but  all  nurses  are  expected  to  attend  the 
place  of  worship  they  prefer  once  on  Sunday. 

The  instruction  will  be  given  by  visiting  and  resident  phy- 
sicians and  surgeons,  by  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Su- 
perintendents, and  head  nurses.  Lectures,  recitations,  and 
demonstrations  will  take  place  from  time  to  time,  and  examina- 
tions at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  three  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus 
trained  can  choose  their  own  field  of  labor,  whether  in  hospitals, 
in  private  families,  or  in  district  nursing  among  the  poor.  On 
leaving  the  School  they  will,  after Jpassing  the  final  examination, 
each  receive  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Examining  Board,  and  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Superintendent 
of  the  School,  and  also'a  school  pin,  presented  by  the  Managers 
as  a  mark  of  their  esteem  and  regard.

1  Registry  for  their  graduates,  where  medical,  surgical,  and 
obstetrical  nurses,  and  those  competent  to  take  charge  of  ner- 
vous and  insane  patients,  can  be  obtained  by  applying  either  in 
person,  by  letter,  telephone,  or  telegram,  to  the  office  of  the 
Society,  426  East  26th  Street.    Telephone  No.  833 — Mad.  Sq. 

The  terms  for  the  registered  nurses  are  usually  $25.00  per 
week,  or  for  less  than  a  week  $4.00  per  day.  For  insane,  alco- 
holic, and  contagious  cases  the  terms  are  from  $25.00  to  $30.00 
per  week,  or  for  less  than  a  week  $5.00  per  day.  For  smallpox, 
arrangements  must  be  made  in  advance. 

No  extra  charge  to  be  made  for  attending  the  body  after 
death.    If  called  in  especially  for  this  duty,  $5.00. 
A  list  of  these  nurses  will  be  found  on  page  40 : 

1.  The  fee  is  $10.00  a  year,  due  January  ist. 

2.  Nurses  are  to  inform  the  Superintendent  in  writing  of 
their  places  of  residence;  when  they  are  ready  for  a  call;  and 
also  when  they  have  accepted  a  case,  either  obtained  from  the 
office  or  from  any  other  source. 

3.  Nurses,  while  in  attendance  in  the  sick-room,  are  to  wear 
the  full  uniform,  consisting  of  a  cap,  apron,  and  dress  of  blue  and 
white  seersucker,  unless  the  patient  or  famil}''  object,  or  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  render  such  a  dress  inappropriate. 

4.  Nurses  are  to  report  to  the  office  when,  from  sickness  or 
any  other  cause,  they  are  obliged  to  leave  a  patient  who  still 
needs  the  services  of  a  nurse,  so  that  their  place  can  be  supplied 
as  soon  as  possible. 

5.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  nurse  to  take  the  care  of  the  patient's 
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room,  if  her  time  is  not  fully  occupied  by  the  patient ;  and  also 
to  make  herself  acceptable  to  the  family. 

6.  Before  making  an  engagement  a  nurse  should  mention  her 
terms,  or,  if  that  is  not  practicable  then,  as  soon  after  as  con- 
venient: and  when  an  engagement  is  once  made  she  should 
consider  herself  bound  to  keep  it,  and  not  be  induced  to  break 
her  word  in  order  to  please  a  patient  or  to  secure  a  more  advan- 
tageous position. 

In  making  obstetrical  engagements  it  is  urged  on  the  grad- 
uates to  be  most  particular  as  to  date  of  engagements  and  terms, 
so  that  there  be  no  misunderstanding  later. 

If  any  graduate  of  the  School  in  charge  of  a  case  has  proved 
unsatisfactory,  the  employer  is  requested  to  report  the  fact  to 
the  Superintendent. 

The  regulations  for  employers  are  the  same  as  those  gener- 
ally used  in  registries  for  nurses,  viz. : 

1.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  are  to  be  paid  by  the 
employers  of  nurses,  unless  some  different  arrangement  has  been 
made  between  them. 

2.  A  meal  should  be  provided  for  a  nurse  when  she  is  re- 
quired to  be  awake  all  night. 

3.  When  it  is  necessary  for  a  nurse  to  care  for  a  very  sick 
person  for  several  nights  in  succession,  she  should  be  allowed 
not  less  than  six  hours'  sleep  during  the  day. 

4.  When  taking  entire  charge  of  a  patient  night  and  day, 
though  a  nurse  may  not  lose  her  sleep,  it  is  better  for  both 
patient  and  nurse  that  she  have  some  time  for  exercise  in  the 
open  air  apart  from  the  patient. 

It  is  not  expedient  to  multiply  rules,  as  they  are  not  all  of 
general  application,  and  many  details  must  be  regulated  by  the 
circumstances  of  the  case.  We  only  ask  for  the  nurses  the  con- 
sideration and  kindness  due  to  those  who  contribute  so  much  to 
the  comfort  and  well-being  of  members  of  the  family.

BY-LAWS. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Members,  Benefactors, 
Patrons,  Members,  and  Associate  Members. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  only  for  important  service 
and  valuable  aid  rendered  to  the  School.  They  shall  be  nom- 
inated by  the  Board  of  Managers  and  elected  by  the  Society  at 
its  annual  meeting. 

Benefactors. — Any  person  who  shall  give  one  thousand  dollars 
at  one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  Membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Bene- 
factor shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  two  pupils,  who,  upon 
conforming  to  the  rules  of  admission,  shall  have  preference  over 
all  other  applicants  to  the  first  two  vacancies,  and  be  received 
and  trained  in  the  School. 

Patrons. — Any  person  who  shall  give  five  hundred  dollars  at 
one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges  of  Mem- 
bership, without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Patron  shall 
have  the  right  to  nominate  one  pupil,  who,  upon  conforming  to 
the  rules  of  admission,  shall  have  the  preference  to  the  first 
vacancy,  and  be  received  and  trained  in  the  School. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  may  at  any  time  commute 
all  annual  dues  for  life  by  the  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars 
and  Fifty  Dollars,  respectively. 

BOARD  OF  M.A.NAGERS. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers  consisting  of  Five  Mem- 
bers of  the  Board  who  shall  be  Members  of  the  New  York  County 
Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and  other  Public  Institutions,  a 
branch  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association.  The  Board  may 
make  its  own  By-Laws  and  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body,  and 
may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  remove  any  Member  for  cause.  Any 
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Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  may  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  the  name  of  a  candidate  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the 
Board.  Such  name  must  be  presented  two  weeks  before  it  is 
voted  upon.  The  election  may  take  place  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Board.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  control  the  management 
of  the  School,  shall  have  power  to  select  and  appoint  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  School,  and  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  all  its  nurses 
and  subordinates.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  full  power 
to  remove  the  Superintendent  and  all  other  employees  of  the 
School. 

Reports. — The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  a  monthly  and 
annual  report  to  the  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  of 
Bellevue  and  other  Public  Institutions,  and  shall  pubHsh  annu- 
ally a  report  of  the  School. 

No  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  receive  a  salary 
or  any  compensation  for  services  rendered.  Five  Members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting.  The  absence 
of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from  meetings  of  the 
Board,  or  of  Committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  Member, 
for  a  consecutive  period  of  three  months  without  sufficient 
reason  given  to  the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  equivalent  to  a  resignation. 

OFFICERS. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually by  a  two-thirds  vote  by  ballot  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
from  among  its  Members  with  the  exception  of  the  Treasurer, 
who  need  not  be  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  In  case 
of  the  death  or  resignation  of  an  Officer,  a  successor  for  the 
remainder  of  the  }-ear  may  be  elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote  by 
ballot  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting 
of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice  in  writing  having  been  given  by 
the  President  or  Secretary. 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE. 

There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  consisting  of  three 
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Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  named  by  the  President,  who 
shall  prepare  and  submit  a  ticket  annually  to  the  Board.  This 
ticket  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  each  Member  two  weeks 
before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon 
the  written  request  of  three  Members  of  the  Board.  The  Presi- 
dent shall  appoint  all  special  and  sub-committees. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  Vice-President  shall  in  the  absence  of  the  President  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining 
to  this  office. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  a  written  Annual  Report  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  shall  receive  and 
acknowledge  all  subscriptions  and  donations;  keep  the  books  of 
the  Society;  audit  the  monthly  accounts,  and  make  a  written 
report  monthly  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  President  shall  appoint 
some  other  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  audit  the 
monthly  accounts. 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Finance  composed 
of  two  members,  who  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

The  Advisory  Committee  shall  receive,  invest,  and  have 
charge  of  the  invested  funds  of  the  Society. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Officers.
